INDIANA POLITICS. 

After the two Conventions held at Indianapolis 
last month (the Farmers and the Republican) 
had adopted resolutions in favor of currency 
inflation, the former even favoring the payment 
of the 5-20 bonds in greenbacks, we expressed 
the hope that some party in that State would 
take the opposite ground and declare openly for 
specie payments. The Democratic State Con- 
vention meets at Indianapolis to-morrow, and 
the opportunity is offered to that body to occupy 
the field of honest currency and honest dealing 
with the public creditors. It is perhaps too 
much to expect that they will seize the chance, 
but if they possess ordinary sagacity they 
will place themselves in the novel 
and unwonted attitude of being the 
only party in the State in favor of 
an honest payment of the entire national debt. 
The greenbacks themselves are a portion of the 
national debt, and the 5-20 bonds are another 
portion. The Republican Convention of Indians 
was oppos ed to paying the former, and the Farm- 
ers’ Conyention was opposed to paying either, 
except es one debt may be paid with another. 
Let us see now whether there is any party in 
Indiana that dares stand up to the rack and re- 
solve to pay both kinds of debt and all kinds in 
the only sort of money that a Government can 
pay any debt in. If the Democrats of Indiana 
do this, they will be entitled to the votes of

A NEWLY-DISCOVEBRED NATION. 
The: campaign of Gen. Crook against the 
Apaches, last year, opened to research a tract of 
land, 200 miles square, which is rich in relies of 
our country’s unknown past. if contains a 
chain of ancient cities in ruins and a coterie of 
ancient towns still inhabited by a race which 
holds itself aloof from Indian and Mexican and 


maintains a religion and a government, 
both of which are peculiar to itself. 
We are indebted to Capt. W. d. Manning, of the 
regular army, for the facts in our possession 
concerning this newly-discovered race. Capt. 
Manning, who was with Gen. Crook during the 
whole campaign, and was recommended for 
promotion by the latter on account of gallantry 
in the field, explored in the intervals of fighting, 
He visited the inhabited towns, talked with their 
rulers, and informed himself concerning their 
customs. : 

The largest settlement is in New Mexico, about 
80 miles south of the border-line. Itisa type 
of the rest. A strong wall surrounds it. Within 
are houses for about 4,000 people. The popula- 
tion has dwindled, however, to about 
1,800. The place was mentioned by a 
Spanish Jesuit who published, in 1529, 
a description of his wanderings in Ameri- 
ca. About 1535, another Jesuit wrote s 
minute account of it. This account is true, in 
nearly every detail, to-day. The language re- 
sembles the Chinese. 80 an ardent archwologist, 
who visited the city a year ago, says. Some of 
the minor customs correspond to those of the 
Chinese. The women are of the true Celestial 
type,—almond eyes, protuberant bodies, little 
feet, etc. They dress their hair and themselves in 
Chinese fashion. Their religion is barbarously 
magnificent. Montezuma is their deity. His 
coming is looked for at sunrise each day. Im- 
mortality is part of their creed. The priesie 
have heavily-embroidered robes which have been 
used for unnumbered years. The ceremonies 
of worship are formal and pompous. The 
morality of this strange people, as far at least 
as foreigners are concerned, is irreproachaple. 
It is probable that they keep a record of events 
by means of tying peculiar knots in long cords. 
This, if true, seems to establish some kinship 
or remote acquaintanceship between them and 
the Aztecs. Their Government is a conserva- 
tive republic. Power is vested in a council of 
thirteen caciques. Six of them are selected for 
life, Old men are generally chosen, in order 
that their terms of office may not be inordinately 
long, The remaining seven are elected from 
time totime. One of them is the Executive. 
Another ie a sort of Vice-President. There is a 
War-Ohief, a Chief of Police, eto. These seven 
caciques. are usually young men. They serve 
but a few months. Suffrage is universal. It 
is scarcely necessary to supplement these 
facts with the statement that these dwellers in 
towns are quite far advanced in civilization. On 
this point, one fact speaks volumes. Woman is 
not u beast of burden among them, as she is 
with all Indian tribes. She is held in high re- 
spect. Her tasks are confined to those of house- 
keeping.

The New York Commercial aud Financial 
Chronicle makes light of the recent decision of 
the United States Circuit Court at Madison, in 
the matter of the Wisconsin railways. It 
thinks that there is no good ground for the 
prevalent belief that the decision of the Court 
wag very unfavorable to the roads. The Chroni- 
ol gays that the Court in no way expressed an 
opinion upon the meaning of the worde alter 
or repeal” in the Wisconsin Oonstitution. It 
thinks that even under this provision 
of the Constitution the charter of the road 
cannot be taken away .withqgt just cause 
unless the State first reimburses the par- 
ties owning the roads. It argues that, 
although the State of Wisconsin has made 
the reservation in question, its powers un- 
der that reservation are modified and governed 
by a higher law,“ which requires individuals 
and States alike to respect vested rights,—rights 
vested with its approval and under its sanction 
and inducement. It claims that to advocate the 
contrary would be against justice aad true poli- 
oy; that if a State induces money to be spent 
and contracts to be made within tts limfts, it 
will not be allowed to confiscate that money oF 
to repudipte those contracts, It says, therefore, 
that the Court decided as nearly as possible— 
nothing ; and insinuates that it gave a decision 
at all only as 6 matter of form, being de- 
sirous, as the questions raleed were very 
important, to get the opinion of the 
Supreme Court of the United States as soon a6 
possible. It says, moreover, that the Judge who 
gave the conclusions of the Court made one or 
two remarks. which might be construed to go « 
little farther than this; but that they were 
simply hie off-hand views very loosely and by 
no means clearly expressed, and that “in no 
sense could the Court be held respoosible for 
them, or be said to have adopted them.” 

With the position of the Ohrontols on the 
question of taking property without due com- 
pensation we have no fault to find. It is sub- 
stantially the same as that which we maintained 
before the decision.

Nor were the conclusiong of the Court 
simply the off-hand views of Judge Drummond, 
loosely and confusedly expressed. Judge Drum- 
mond is not in the habit of palming off his 
“off-hand” views as law, especially in very 
important cases; nor is he guilty of expressing 
himself loosely or coufusedly. 
It is altogether best for the railways, and 
financial interests connected with them, to un- 
derstand that the Judges at Madison were not 
holding a village lyceum when they gave their 
decision, but that they meant all that they said.

From certain statistics collected by the Cin- 
cinnati Gazette, it would seem that an unmixed 
American population is not nowto be found,

In the East, the foreign-born population are 
found chiefly in the large cities. The Irish there 
predominate. They are the most numerous for- 
eign element in Connecticut, Massachusetts, 
Michigan, New Jersey, New York, Pennsylvania, 
Rhode Island, and Oalifornia, but the great 
body of them are found in New York, New En- 
land, and the Middle States. The Germans are 
most numerous in Illinois, Indiana, Missouri, 
Ohio, Wisconsin, Texas, and Maryland. The En- 
glish-speaking foreign-born, including the Irish, 
English, Scotch, Welsh, and | are 50 
per cent more than the Germans; and of the 
English-speaking two-thirds are Irish. Irish 
and German emigration is falling off. That of 
the English and Scandinavians is increasing.

It is generally supposed that Missouri bas a 
very large German population. The Germans 
of Missouri are confined, however, to St. Louis 
and the adjoining counties. St. Louis contains 
one-half of those in the State. Nearly all the 
Irish and one-half the Germans are Roman 
Catholics. Of the English, Scotch, and Scandi- 
navians there are scarcely any Catholics. 

From all these facta the writer in the 
Gazelle draws the inference that it would 
be completely hopeless to attempt «a 
union of the foreign-born in this coun- 
try om any idea of race, religion, or politics, 
This is perfectly true, so far at least as national

| SENTATION. 

The New-Englander for July has an article by 
Alfred B. Mason, of this city. on “A New 
Theory of Minority-Representation,” which goes 
m good way farther,—we think, than anything 
hitherto published,—to solve the question: How 
every vote cast at the polls, whether for a suc- 
ceasful or unsuccessful candidate, shall be made 
to count whenever the ayesand noes are taken 
in the law-making assembly. 

Thus far there have have been five systems 
proposed: the Proxy, the Limited, the Oumu- 
lative vote, the Free Listor Registered Ballot, 
and Mr. Hare’s scheme. The Proxy vote, which 
euthorizes the candiaste, if elected, to 
cast as many votes for ‘or against 
any measure e be received at. the 
polls, is Aefective, because, if the candidate is not 
elected, his supporters are left without any rep- 
resentation at all in the assembly, whether Leg- 
islature, County Board, or City Council. The 
Limited vote is defective, because it leaves small 
minorities without any representation, and en- 
tails a very great waste of votes, besides, insur- 
ing the filling of vacancies by a direct majority 
yote. It is, besides, open to other objections 
too numerous to mention here. The Cumulative 
vote is defective, because it always leaves some 
minority without representation. This system 
allows the voter as many votes as there are 
places to be filled, and permits him to concen- 
trate them on one or scatter them as he chooses. 
If there are 1,000 electors and three vacancies, 
it would require 251 voters to elect one member. 
A minority, therefore, of 250 or any lesser number 
would go unrepresented. Moreover, this system, 
like the Limited vote system, is attended, or is 
liable to be attended, by a great waste 
of votes. The Free List of’ Registered- 
Ballot system also wastes votes. Where the 
number of voters is 1,000 and the number of 
vacancies 8, Mr. Mason shows that there may be 
waste of as many as 240 votes, or nearly one- 
fourth. The Hare system is objectionable, be- 
cause in the transfer of votes from one name to 
another, which happens when the full quota 
neceasary to election has been cast for the first, 
the wishes of a great many voters may be en- 
tirely ignored ; because there may be no repre- 
sentation whatever for any number of voters 
lese than a quota; and for the reason that all 
vacancies occurring between the general elec- 
tions would be filled by a direct majority vote. 
Mr. Mason's plan is open to some of these ob- 
jections, and is, besides, remarkably simple. 
We give it here in his own words : 

After every general election of s law-making body, 
let the aggregate number of votes cast by each party 
be ascertained, Divide this by the number of Repre- 
sentatives elected by the party in question. The quo- 
tient will be the number of votes which each of those 
Representatives is entitled to cast. 

Suppose that of 6,500,000 voters, 9,500, 000 belong to 
one party and 3,000,000 to the other. It is quite possi- 
ble that the Congress chosen by these yoters would 
stand 200 to 100, This estimate gives less proportional 
weight to the majority than it has in the Forty-third 
Congress, While the parties in the nation were as 
seven to six, they would be in the House as two to one, 
set x's haf eid ater rene 
Each of the minority has (6,090,000 divided by 
100 equal to) 30,000 votes; each of the ma- 


precise index to its strength in the nation. Every vote 
cast at the polls counts in every vote taken in the 
House, There is not an unrepresented man in the 
country. 

An independent Congressman, according to 
this plan, would, if he were sui generis, cast the 
number of votes he received himself; the votes 
cast for his defeated opponent would go to the 
party of the latter. Those cast for a defeated 
independent would be added to the quota of 6 
successful one, or to the sum total of a party, 
ae might be desired. The author of the new 
scheme points out that there isa weak point in 
it, inasmuch as it does not, like most of the 
dacies. Bat it is not necessary that this system 
should entirely supplant the others. Ib may 
very well supplement them, and its originator 
thinks that the most perfect electoral system 


| possible would be, perhaps, Mr. Hare's, with his 


) 


own as a supplement. Mr. Mason shows that 
no fault can be found with his plan the 
ground that it would prevent proper local 
sentation, or that under it there would be more 
fraudulent returns than at present, or that the 
process of recording the votes of the House 
would be so slow as to retard business. 

Its advantages are that every vote cast at the 
polis would be represented in the taking of the 
ayes and noes In the popular assembly; that, 
since it gives every vote the weight which is its 
due, it would bring to the polls many who now 
absent themselves from them; that i¢ would 
involve no sweeping changes in electoral dis- 
triots or modes of election; that the ignorant 
voter might continue to vote as he had been 
used to, since all the mechaniem of the new 
method comes into play only after the election ; 
that it would allow vacancies by death or resig- 
nation to be filled at once, and without lesving 
the minority in the particular district without 
representation, and finally, that it would put s 
stop to “gerrymandering,” since a vote 
wherever cast would count, It is also claimed 
that it would greatly diminish the effect of fraud. 

Mr. Mason's article is a valuable contribution 
to an important branch of political science. 

FINISHING AN EDUCATION. 

The Commencement season is over. Hundreds 
of boys, clad in the customary suite of solemn 
black, have made their graduating speeches, 
solving, with the cheerful readiness of ingenu- 
ous youth, the problems of the universe. Hun- 
dreds of girls, radiant in frills and flounces, have 
read their graduating essays,—essays which 
have mainly consisted of pleasing platitudes 
strung on a slender thread of sentiment.

Women are jealous if one of 
their number studies, works, succeeds, They are 
prompt to invoke the curses of Mra. Grundy 
upon her. In almost every ease she bas to 
fight the hard fight absolutely alone. Prof. 
Seelye said, the other day, thatthe world had got 
over the notion that the only strains for s wom- 
an to learn are, Haste to the Wedding” and 
“Hush, My Babe.” If he meant the world of 
educated men, he was right. They do not agree 
with the alumnus of the University of London, 
who said in the recent debate over admitting 
women to that institution that B. A. did not 
look half as well after a girl's name as B A BY. 
Women. however, have not yet reached this 
point. When they cease to espize labor 
outside of home duties they will ecase to 
throw away happiness, It is incumbent 
upon those of them who are clear-sighted enough 
to see the folly of ignoring the brain aa part of 
the female furniture to stand by their sisters who 
dare to work.

The Great Oil-Fire at Weehawken, 
N. J. 

From the New York Evening Post, July 11. 

During the thunder storm last evening, at 
about a quarter before 7 o'clock, the lightning 
struck one of the largest tanks in the oil yards 
of the Erie Railway Company, at Weehawken, 
N. J., about opposite Thirtieth street, this city. 
A column of flame shot into the air from the 
tank, and in a moment the whole neighborhood 
wes alarmed. The workmen in the yard were 
quickly organized by the yard-master, O. I. 
Marvin, and directed streams from Babcock ex- 
tin the burning tank. Their efforte 
seemed to be successful, aud in a short time it 
was 8 “that the fire was nearly ex- 

uish. 

0 flames, however, burst out again with re- 
newed fury. and communicated with a smaller 
tank afew yards distant, to the top of which 
five men had mounted with extinguishers. The 
cover of the second tank was forced into the air 
for several feet by an explosion of gas, but fell 
back into its place. Three of the men upon it 
esca to the ground by ladders, and one jum 
ed down, while the fifth was thrown off by the 
reveiving severe injuries, The latter re- 
surgical care at a neighboring hotel. 

It was now evident that all the property in the 

ards was in anger of destruction. Fortunate- 
y, ® locomotive was always kept in the yard at 
night with steam up, and two more quickly ar- 
rived from Jersey City, in answer to a dispatch. 
Under the direction of Yard Master Marvin, a 
large number of oi! cars in the yard were run off 
on the four switches with extraordinary quick- 
ness, and removed toa distance from danger 
without any taking fire. 

The tank struck by lightning contained 15,000 
barrels of crude and the tank next 
ignited contained 8,000, 6 fire then spread to 
two tanks containing 10,000 barrels each. Dis- 
patches for aid had been sent in all direction 
and firemen, with their engines, soon arriv 
from Union Hill, Hoboken, and West Hoboken. 
Their efforts to check the flames were almost 
useless, however, save that by cooling the tanks 
as yet unscathed their destruction was tempora- 
rily deferred.

Much has been said and written on the subject 
of anthracite-coal-formations of Pennsylvania, 
yet I apprehend the true situation is but imper- 
fectly understood by persons who have never 
seen for themselves.

8 a desolate, rooky waste, seamed with chasms, 
and thrown into ridges of frightful elevation. 
Nothing can be further from the truth, so far as 
regards the Wyoming Valley coal-field. Imagine 

A BEAUTIFUL VALLEY,— 

8 miles wide and 20 miles long,—as you stand in 
the centre, it appears a great oval-shaped basin, 
inclosed between two mountain-ranges of about 
1,000 feet elevation; a river 600 feet wide run- 
ning through its entire length; dotted all over 
with cities and with the 
hum of industry, flecked with puffs of steam 
from a thousand engines; and this valley, for 
the most part, as level and as fertile as one of 
the Western prairies, cultivated with care,— 
and you bave it as it appears at first sight.
